Gavin Eltis, teenage son of

Little Action Taken 
At Council Meeting 


The Elba City Council held 
its regular meeting on Tuesday 
evening August 21st. Very few 
actions were taken at the meet- 
ing, even though a variety of 
subjects were discussed 

The council was given a re- 
port on police and court action 
to see that all citizens were 
complying with the city gar- 
bage ordinance which requires 


all businesses and family units 
to pay a monthly garbage fee. 

Several months ago the coun- 
cil was told that about twenty 
were not paying the fee. The 
police chief was instructed to 
check these out and find out why 
the people refused to pay. A 
humber of them were able to 
work out the problem and began 
paying the fee Some others 
had a misunderstanding and af- 


Commissioners Buy 
Waste Disposal Truck 


At their regular monthly me- 
eting, the Coffee County Com- 
missioners accepted a bid of 
$11,585.12 from Dowling Truck 
and Tractor Company, Enter- 
prise, for a truck for solid wa- 
ste disposal. . They accepted 
this bid over Cook Chevro- 
let for $9,443.44, because Dow- 
ling was the only contractor 
that met the building specifica- 
tions called for. 

In other action, the Commiss- 
ioners are considering two bids 
for covering the garbage at the 
sanitary landfill at New Brock- 
ton. They are Dawson Farris 
for $44,096 and James Gallo- 
way for $59,800. 

In regard to the gas supply 
for Coffee County for another 
year the bid of 26.9 per gallon 


from Wiregrass Gas Company 
of Enterprise was rejected, and 
the Commissioners are consid- 
ering reverting to natural gas. 

Mrs. J. L. Warren, Jr., was 
reappointed to the Cross Tr- 
ails Regional Library Board. 

The Commissioners appro- 
priated $3,000 for the Secretary 
to use on the Coffee County 
RC & D program. They also 
voted to buy additional right 
of way on the Martin Moates 
Road for $1;750. 

Approval was granted to send 
out invitations to bid on asp- 
halt and slate for District 2 
roads, and for the flume work 
on the Goodman Road in Dis- 
trict 4. These flume work 
bids are to be opened Septem- 
ber 10. 


ter understanding the issue ag- 
reed to pay the fee. However 
about a dozen still refused to 
pay and warrants were issued 
for them to come to city court. 

After the warrants were is- 
sued, all but four came in and 
paid the fee. Two of these four 
appeared in City Court last 
Tuesday and were found guilty.

The councilmen checked the 
estimate on repairing the 1970 
police car and voted not to sp- 
end the four to five hundred 
necessary to fix the “minor” 
problems and still have an old 
car with over 100,000 miles on 
the engine 

The need for a new fire tr- 
uck was brought up by Mayor 
Jack Brunson and the council- 
men instructed the City Clerk 
to get specifications on a new 
truck so that bids could be re- 
quested. 

The councilmen voted to sup- 
port the county-wide Civil De- 
fense Program if all munici- 
palities within the county par- 
ticipate.

There will be no preliminary 
payment. Any payment due will 
be paid after Dec. 1, 1974, 
If the average price received 
by all producers is under $2.05 
per bushel for the July through 
November 1974 period, a pro- 
ducer would be paid on an ac- 
count of bushels determined by 
multiplying the farm alottment 
times the projected yield est- 
ablished for the farm.

Historical Precedent Exists For Presidential 
Impoundment Of Funds 


Intent on a confrontation with 
the President, the House rec- 
ently passed a bill limiting the 
President's power to refuse to 
spend funds appropriated by the 
Congress The vote was 254 
to 164. I voted against the 
bill. The voting on the mea- 
sure was. pretty much along 
party lines with 218 Democrats 
and 36 Republicans voting for 
it, and 14 Democrats joining 
150 Republicans in opposition 
to it. 

The measure passed by the 
House requires the President 
to notify Congress within 10 
days that he has impounded 
appropriated funds. Either the 
House or the Senate could then 
force the President to spend 
the impounded money by disa- 
pproving the impoundment with- 


in 60 days. 

The Senate also passed an 
anti-impoundment bill, a mea- 
sure which would order an end 
to a Presidential impoundment 
of funds unless both houses of 
Congress approved of the Pr- 
esident’s action within 60 davs 

Although President Nixon 
will probably veto the measure, 
the passage of this legislation 
in the Congress by many of 
those who spend as if there 
is no tomorrow questions the 
President's authority to stop 
rampant inflation by reducing 
Federal spending 

Perhaps if President Nixon 
was the first President to im- 
pound monies appropriated by 
the Congress, the situation 
would be different. But, he is 
not. There is a long history 
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f impoundment of Federal 
funds by American Presidents 
In 1941, as world war approa- 
ched, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
deferred public works and high- 
Way projects and diverted the 
money into defense 

In 1949, Harry Truman im- 
pounded money appropriated by 
Congress to increase the num- 
ber of Air Force Groups from 
48 to 58 

In 1950, Truman cancelled 
construction of the supercar- 
rier U.S.S. United States 

In 1958, 1959 and 1960, Dw- 
ight D. Eisenhower impounded 
development funds for the Nike- 
Zeus ABM system 

In 1961, John F. Kennedy 
impounded $180 million appro- 
priated by Congress to speed 
development of the B-70 bom- 
ber 

In 1967, Lyndon B. Johnson 
impounded over $5 billion 
from “domestic ahd nof-Viet- 
nam programs. 

Although I might not agree 
with the impoundment of funds 
for certain projects, other Pr- 
esidents have definitely set the 
precedent for such Executive 
action. To attempt to restrict 
Presidential impoundment po- 
wer at this time. is like try- 
ing to close the barn door 
after all the horses have got- 
ten out 

It appears that Congress 
will not take the initiative to 
reduce Federal spending, and 
conversely, is urging the con- 
tinuation of the inflationary sp- 
iral brought about by irres- 
ponsible and excessive Feder- 
al spending. If this anti-im- 
poundment legislation ever be- 
comes law, we can forget 
about ever balancing the Fed- 
eral Budget or reducing the 
National Debt

Iam sure this bit of fiction 
rings familiar rings in the ears of any candidate who has 
run for office and had his dreams shattered when the votes 
were counted. 


I was asked this week, “What do you think of Nixon and 
Watergate”? Well it is a bad attitude but I join with most 
of the nation in thinking he had to know more about happen- 
ings than Nixon or his close friends care to admit. Also 
I share a widespread opinion that politics are rotten. Oc- 
casionally when we do find a person of integrity who has 
made politics a career, he will almost always ask his fam- 
ily or friends to look elsewhere for a career. However, 
if we don’t do something about this attitude and get some 
good people in these positions, things are going to get even 
worse.

Specialist at Auburn, wrote me 
the following on August 16. 
Sportsmen who are interested 
in dove shooting will want to 
read this advice from Ken- 
nhamer. 

“Dove shooters can still pl- 
i proso millet for dove shoot- 
ing. Seed have been in short 
supply this year, but Piedmont 
Fertilizer Company, Opelika, 
Al., 36801, has a good supply. 
Follow same directions as for 
planting browntop millet. 

“I shot doves last year over 
a field in which both browntop 
and proso had been planted. 
The proso proved superior be- 
cause I still found seed avail- 
able to doves up to the last day 
of the second half of the split 
season. Doves were alsoplen- 
tiful the last week of the sea- 
son. Price per pound of seed 
is $0.45.”

GRAZING 


Feed for livestock is go- 
ing to be high this year. One 
way to cut the cost is to plant 
small grains. However, this 
year small grain seed like 
rye, oats and wheat will be 
quite expensive. Here’s the 
way various combinations look. 
For rye and ryegrass combi- 
nations, it looks like the cost 
per acre for the seed alone 
will be about $25. This ass- 
umes 100 pounds of rye and 
15 pounds of ryegrass per acre. 
The combination for wheat and 
ryegrass will run about $23 
for the seed. A combination 
of oats and ryegrass will run 
about $18. 

Evidently, due to diseases 
and cold damage and pollina- 
tion problems, the supply of 
desirable small grain seed is 
very limited. Some of the 
authorities say that late free- 
zes nearly destroyed the pol- 
lination of-rye in the rye seed 
producing area of the country. 
I surely hope they can get 
this problem whipped next year 
so that Coffee County farmers 
will be able to get some rea- 
sonably priced seed for plant- 
ing.

Children from families whose income is at or below those shown are eligible for 
free meals. In addition, families not meeting this criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due to unusually high medical expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 
cent of income, special education expenses due to the mental or physical condition of 
a child, and disaster or casualty losses are urged to apply. 


They may do so by filling in the application forms sent home with a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are available at the principal’s office in each school. The 
information provided on the application will be confidential and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining eligibility. Applications may be submitted any time 


during the school year. 


In certain cases foster children are also eligible for these benefits. If a family has 
such children living with them and wishes to apply for such meals for them, they 
should contact the school. 


In the operation of child feeding programs, no child will be discriminated against 
because of his race, sex, color, or national origin. 


Under the provision of the policy the School Principal will review applications and 


determine eligibility.
